Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: discussed the examiner's position on the new matter rejection, such 
will be corrected to language that is more consistent with the specification and figures. Discussed amending claim 1 to 
more specifically recite structure of the process vessel in an attempt to overcome the intended use position of the 
examiner. The examiner did not agree that this would necessarily overcome the reference. It was recommended that 
language be added to the claim directed more toward actual physical differences between the Madsen reference and 
applicants article. It was noted that the prior art of record utilizes a single structure to both connect the external panel 
to the insulation as well as connecting the panel and insulation to the vessel wall to create the spaced gap, whereas, 
applicant appears in the figures to utilize one connector to hold the external panel to the insulation and uses a separate 
connection that passes through the insulation to connect the external panel to the vessel wall. It was suggested by the 
examiner that drawing out this feature may read over the current prior art rejection, and pending further search and 
consideration may be allowable. However, with no specific language being agreed on at the moment, and the fact that 
further search would be required, no actual agreement was reached at this time.
